Khnum (Khnemu) — A ram god, the patron deity of Elephantine, who was said to control the

Set — An ambivalent god, characterized by violence, chaos, and strength, connected with 
the desert. Mythological murderer of Osiris and enemy of Horus, but also a supporter of the

Shu — Embodiment of wind or air, a member of the Ennead/28! 

Sobek — Crocodile god, worshipped in the Faiyum and at Kom Ombo!29] 

Sopdu — A god of the sky and of Egypt's eastern border regions|2°] 

Thoth — A moon god, and a god of writing and scribes, and patron deity of Hermopolis!?4]
